With an ever-increasing number of scheduled flights to service the 


hectic pace of today's businessmen, airlines are faced with a continual 
need for attractive, pleasant and well-groomed girls to be stewardesses. 
While age limits vary and marriage requirements have been curtailed, in 
some cases, there still is seemingly not enough available talent. 


For those who do apply, however, the job is much more than a 


simple "Coffee, tea or milk!" while dressed iri a pleasant uniform. The 
pre-flight training course is hard work. It takes determination and lots of 
learning. 


At the Allegheny Airlines General Office Headquarters at Greater 


Pittsburgh Airport, Pennsylvania, six classes per year, each lasting three 
weeks, train 18 to 25 girls for the position of hostess (the preference of 
the firm). Their qualifications are few: 19-27 years old, single, high school 
diploma, height ranging between 5'2"-5'9" and evenly-proportioned 
weight, clear complexion and teeth straight and white. 


The girls are instructed in various courses on personal grooming, 


the methods of serving and dealing with the many moods of people and 
first-aid procedures and life-saving techniques in event of emergency 
Additionally, they learn immediate evacuation procedures, with and with- 
out "passengers", and how to cope with both gas and oil fires. 


When training ends, when the last simulated fire is out and the last

, Unable to capitalize against a 
tenacious defense, the Hope Bob 
cats went down to their fifth 
straight defeat last night, falling 
before the N&polia Panthers 
13-0 at Hammons stadium. 


The loss pushed the Bobcats' 


conference mark to'1*5, and the 
Cats are 2-6 on the year. Mapo- 
lla remained In fine position in 
the 4-AA standings, now holding 
a 54*1 district record with one 
more 4*AA opponent left on their 
schedule, the Fairview Cardin- 
als. Also, the Panthers are 6-1-1 
for the overall season. 


Giving a fine effort against 


their fourth consecutibe powerful 
team, the Bobcats nearly pulled 
the Surprise of the year, only to 
see it fade away in the closing 
moments with the second Mapo- 
Ua score. 


After a relatively normal first 


quarter, the Panthers intercepted 
a Massanelli pass, and the boys 
from Magnolia took over 42 yards 
away from paydirt. Led by quar- 
terback Mike Waters, it took the 
Panthers eight plays to amass the 
yardage, 
with halfback Larry 


Eddy banging over from the 2 
for the first bolld. Linam's PAT 
ed following an offsides penalty, 
and the second attempt was wide 
to the right.
